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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 2, 3, 6 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

2. In claims 2 and 6, it is suggested the word "structure" be inserted after the word 
"molecular", since the word "molecular" alone does not seem appropriate at this occurrence. 

3. In claim 3, it is suggested "same as described above" be replaced with "the same as set 
forth in claim 1" for clarity. 

4. In claim 7, it is suggested "same as described above" be replaced with "the same as set 
forth in claim 5" for clarity. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

7. Independent claims 1 and 5 both recite "each R may be different of same". It is unclear if 
the limitation refers to the "R" in the alkyl chain of the repeating unit or if the limitation refers to 
all "R" groups including R, (R) 4 , and (R) 3 . If all "R" groups are intended, this should be 
clarified in the claim. If only the "R" group in the alkyl chain of the repeating unit is identified, 
then variables (R) 4 , and (R) 3 are undefined. 
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8. Claims 10-13 refer respectively to the following layers: "the light emitting layer", "the 
negative electrode", and "the positive electrode". Since neither claim 5 nor claim 6, upon which 
claims 10-13 depend, expressly recite "the light emitting layer", "the negative electrode", or "the 
positive electrode", the structure of the device recited by claims 10-13 is not clear. Accordingly, 
claims 10-13 are deemed to be indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

1 0. Claims 1 , 3, 5, 7, 9 and 1 4are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being anticipated by 
Mashita et al. (JP 2003-178884). Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to 
overcome this rejection because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. Mashita et al. discloses compounds which 
read upon claim 1 and 5 Formula (1) when there is one repeating unit present in the molecular 
structure (see formula (A) col. 1, page 2). Several X groups of the Mashita et al. formula (A) 
read upon the "Ar" groups of claims 3 and 7 (see page 7). The formula (A) compound is used in 
an organic layer between two electrodes in a light emitting element per instant claims 5, 7, and 9 
(see abstract). Figures (1) and (2) depict a light emitting panel per instant claim 14. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 2, 4, 6, and 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
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of the base claim and any intervening claims. The closest prior art is considered to be Mashita et 
al. (JP 2003-17884), which is discussed in this Office action. The prior art fails to teach a charge 
transporting material comprising 5 to 100,000 repeating units according to formula (1) per claims 
2 and 6. In addition, the prior art fails to teach the specific repeating units of a charge 
transporting material as recited in claims 4 and 8. 



Conclusion
